gether in Mobs as well as High- Church: But 


then they are all hearty Friends to King George, 
they do it for to ſerve the Government, and 
prevent the Diſorders which they conceive 
might be committed by the High- Church Mob, 
if they were not oppos d by the Law. This is 


very fine indeed! as if Juſtice had forſaken our 


Courts of Judicature, to ramble in the Streets; 
and with a Huzza for King George, to break 
Peoples Windows; tumble Men in the Kennel; 
break their Heads, &c. and all to ferve the Go- 
vernment, and ſhew their Loyalty to King 
George ! Can any thing reflect a greater Diſ- 
honour on his Majeſty, than to inſinuate, that 


he is pleas'd with ſuch dutiful and loyal Sub- 


jets as thoſe? ? . 

But to ſuppoſe once more, that the Tories, 
were they that have committed all the Diſ- 
N orders 
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. 
orders up and down the Kingdom: Have not 
the Low-Church the Power in their Hands to 
prevent them? If they have not, then it ſee ns 
we are governed by a Tory Miniſtry after all, 
who will not do it: If they have, why do they 
not do it? Why, that's the thing that ſur- 
prizes the Man! If we may make any 
© Judgment as to theſe, from the little In- 
* fluence they have had to prevent Riots and 
Tumults, it would tempt a Man, ſays he, in 
his Letter, p. 19. to fear, that a great part of 
them (viz. the Low-Church, as appears. 
from the Conteſt) would add but little 
Weight, upon Suppoſition of a new Rebellion, 
* unleſs it were on the wrong Side. Here's 
a Stroke Low-Church ! You ſee, Sir, this Man 
to ſerve a Turn, will ſpeak well of the Low- 
Church, he and Low-Church are to do all the 
Buſineſs ; Low-Church cajouls the Diſſenter to 
carry on his Deſign, which is to be in Place 
and get Money: The Difſenters on the other 
Hand, they petition Low-Church to let them 
have a Finger in the Pye ; Low-Church don't 
much affect that; this the Diſſenter begins to 
ſee, and if Low-Church don't gratify him in 
what they have ſo long promis'd, he nods 
bis Head, and knows what he has to truſt to. 
For he begins to ſuſpect his old Friend Low- 
Church; that in caſe of a new Rebellion, he 
does not know but Low-Church may forſake 
him, and help on the wrong Side. Really, Sir, 
the poor Man is to be pitied! What, forſaken 
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ſent it may be to indulge them in many t 


W _. 
of all Friends? He has quitted his Intereſt in 
High-Church, and for a long time has been de- 
nying himſelf, in order to fecure and enfich 


Low. Church; and now to be lighted by them 


at laſt; this breaks his Heart. And now it 
may be ſeaſonable to ask what Church of Enp- 
land it is that they have been ſo long denying 
themſelves to ſerve, and whar is the Service 
they have done it? If the High-Church, they 
will never thank them for their good Service, 
till they ate made ſenſible what it is: And 
then it's probable they may be willing to do 
Juſtice to their Friends, and ſhew Mercy to 
their Enemies: But if it's the Low- Church that 
they have been ſerving all this time; I muſt 


thy, it ſeems a little unkind, that they have 


not rewarded them in all this time. 
But, after all, I have ſo good an Opinion of 
the Low-Church as to think, that they would 


have done it before now, if the Diſſenters 
could have made their good Service appear: But 


unleſs they can prove their Merit, what Reaſon 
have they to expect the Reward? _ 

I know not what Notions the Diſſenters may 
frame of the Low-Churth; but it's my Opi- 


nion, if ever they come to put it to a Tfyal | 
upon a nice Puſh; thoſe who they take for 


their beſt Friends will not prove to be heatty 
in their Schemes: They may ſpeak them fair, 
and go Hand in Hand with them, ſo long as 
they find their Accounts in it: They _ co 
ings 3 
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to remit fomewhat of the Diſcipline of the 
Church to pleaſe them; but if ever they come 
to attempt the Overthrow of the Government, 
and Order of the Church, they will find, that 
both High and Low-Church will combine a- 


| gainſt them. They as well as High- Church 


know, what was the diſmal Effects of the 
Overthrow of the Church in Days of old; 
they likewiſe know by what Steps it was 
brought about ; they know their own and the 
Church's Safety are inſeparable ; and therefore 
the Tories have ſo much Charity for the Whigs 
as to believe, that they will learn to know 
their Stops, and not ſuffer the Bird to fly be- 
yond the Length of its Chain, for fear it ſhoyld 
fly quite away. Well, but they ought not to 
forget old Kindneſſes! No, but the Whigs, ic 
ſeems, have not much better Opinion of them 
than the Tories; pray what are they? Why ſee 
The Queſtion fairly ſtated, p. 7. there you have 
them made out to a Demonſtration, © That they 


© are the Friends of the Church and State, and 


* conſequently that they are not Enemies; no 
more than the Fox is to the Gooſe, and he loves 
her intirely, but it is for his own Ends. 
He tells us, The Diſſenters are a Body fo in- 
© tirely numerous in this Kingdom, and have 
had many Opportunities to ſhew themſelves 
formidable both to Church and State; and 
© have been fo, eminently invited to it, and 
© have had all the Encouragement and Proteg- 
© tion poſſible offer d them, even by their 
| * King.

„King. Very ſtrange that their King ſhould 
pive them all the Encouragement and Protec- 
tion poſſible, to appear formidable againſt 
the State as well as againſt the Church; was 
he minded to ſet them all on Horſe-Back, and 


go on Foot himſelf? But they, good Men, 


would by no Means do ſo; tho' they were ſo 

very much tempted to it by Intereſt on the one 

Hand and Revenge on the other, that they had 

much to do to overcome them. Well, it was 

well they did; for if they had not, they had been 
all undone. „ 

1 know not when it was, Sir, that thoſe 
Men were in ſuch a Condition to deſtroy the 
Church of England as they pretend; if they 
will tell me the Time, I'll ſhew them a very 
good Reaſon, that it was not even then in their 
Power to do what they pretend to, unleſs they 
had at the ſame Time deſtroy'd themſelves : 
And would they have us give them Thanks, 
that they did nor cut their own Throats. 
But, fay the Diſſenters, could have done it 
as this Author pretends. What Intereſt had 
they to do ſo? If none, then how did they act

have of his Performance. 

For I muſt needs ſay, T think it highly af- 
frontive- to the Government , a ſcandalous Re- 
flection on the Honourable Houſe of Commons:

| Clergy, &c. And in a Word, it is a Piece of the 


worlt Politicks that the Diſſenters could have 
beeen guilty of: It expoſes their Deſigns in 
View; It gives an Alarm to the Tories, Ci ties, 
Corporations, &c. to be on their Guard: It is 
very prejudicial to the Intereſt of the Whigs: 
It repreſents them in the Schemes of the Diſſen- 
fers, to new regulate Corporations , Cities, 
Univerſities, Colleges, &c. And what can be of 
greater Conſequence to leſſen their Intereſt 
than this? The People that are of the Church- 
Party, in all Probability will be fired at the

OSEPHUS, tho himſelf a Phariſee, gives 

this Character of them, that they were a 
crafty and ſubtil Generation of Men, and. fo 
perverſe, even to Princes themſelves, that they 
would not fear many Times openly to affront 
and oppoſe them; and ſo far had they inſinu- 
ated themſelves into the Affectious and Eſtima- 


tions of the * that their good or ill 
Word 
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| Wotd was enough to make: or blaſt any one 


with the People, who would implicitely believe 
them, let their Report be never ſo falſe or ma- 
licious Therefore King Alexander Famaut 
very wiſely adviſed his Queen, when he lay up- 


on his Death-bed, that if ſhe would ſecure t 


Kingdom to herſelf, and her Succeſſors, ſhe 


ſhould beſtow ſome Authority upon the Pha- 


riſees; who would ſound her Praiſe, and obtain 
her the Peoples Favour. He further added, 
that after his Death ſhe ſhould go to Feruſa- 
lem, and make the moſt plauſible Speech ſhe 
could to them; promiſing them that ſhe would 
do nothing in the Adminiſtration of the Go- 
vernment, but by their Advice; and that by 
this Means ſhe ſhould reign in great Quiet and 
Aſſurance, Certain it is, they were fo infinite] 


proud and inſolent, ſurly and ill-natur'd, that 


they hated all Mankind but themfelves, and 
cenſured whoſoever would not be of their 
Way; as a Villain and a Reprobate: Greatly 
Zealous to gather Proſelytes to their Party; not 
to make them more religious, but more fierce 
and cruel, more carping and cenſorious, more 


heady and high- minded; in ſhort, two-fold 
more the Children of the Devil than they were 


before. All Religion and Kindneſs was con- 
fin'd within the Bounds of their own Party, and 
the firſt Principles wherewith they inſpired 
their new Converts, were, that none but tl 
were the Godly Party, and that all other Per- 
ſons were Slaves, and Sons of the Earth; and 
W therefore 
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VV 
therefore eſpecially endeavour'd to inſpire them 
with a mighty Zeal and Fierceneſs againſt all 
that differ d from them; ſo that if any one did 
but ſpeak a good Word of our Saviour or his 
Apoſtles Inſtitutions, he ſhould be preſently 
excommunicated and caſt out, perſecuted and 
devoted to the Death. 'To this End, they were 
wont not only to ſeparate, but diſcriminate 
themſelves from the Herd and Community, by 
ſome peculiar Notes and Badges of Diſtinction; 
but they were eſpecially active and diligent in 
what coſt them little, the outward Inſtances 
of Religion, ſuch Duties eſpecially as did more 
immediately refer to God Almighty, as frequent 
Faſting and Praying; which they did very of- 
ten, and very long, with demure and mortify'd 
Looks, in a whining and an affected Tone; and 
they ſo contriv'd the Scheme of their Religion, 
that what they did might be ſeen of Men to the 
beſt Advantage. Yer under all this ſeeming 
Sanctity, they were but religious Villains, ſpite- 
ful, malicious, griping, covetous, great Oppreſ- 
ſors, mercileſs Dealers, heady, ſeditious, rebel- 
lious, and indeed guilty of moſt Kinds of Im- 
morality; all which they thought to palliate 

and varniſh over with their more than ordinary

Another Branch of this Sect there was, call'd 
The Zealots. Theſe Men were mighty Aﬀer- 
ters of the Law, and the Strictneſs and Purity 
of Religion, aſſuming a Liberty to themſelves, 
to queſtion nototious Offenders, without ſtay- 
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ing for the ordinary Formalities of the Law; 
nay, when they thought good, executed capital 
Vengeance on them. And being not timely 
impeded, their Zeal degenerated into all man- 


ner of Licentiouſneſs and wild Extravagance; 


and they not only became the Peſts of the Com- 
monwealth at home, but opened the Door for 
the Romans to break in upon them, to their 
final and irrecoverable Ruin; and they were 
continually prompting the People to throw off 
the Roman Yoke, and vindicate themſelves in 
their native Liberty; and when they had turn'd 
all Things into Hurry and Confufion, themſelves 


in the mean Time fiſh'd in theſe troubled Wa- 


ters. Foſephus gives a large Account of them, 
and every where bewails them as the grear 
Plague of the Nation. He tells us of them, 
that they ſcrupled nor to rob any ; to kill ma- 


| ny of the prime Nobility, under Pretence of 


holding Correſpondence with the Romans, and 
betraying the Liberty of their Country ; open- 
ly glorying, that herein they were the Benefac- 
tors and Saviours of the People. They abro- 
gated the Succeſſion of ancient Families, thruſt- 
ing obſcure and ignoble Perſons into high Oth- 
ces, that ſo they might oblige the moſt infa- 
mous Villains to their Party. And as if not con- 
tent to injure Men, they affronted Heaven, and 


| proclaiming Defiance to the Divinity itſelf, by 


breaking into and prophaning the moſt holy 
Place, ſtiling themſelves Zealots, ſays he, as If 
their Undertakings were good and honourable,

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while they were greedy and emulous of tn 
preateſt Wickedneſſes, and outdid the worſt of 
Men, Many Artemprs were made by Anas 
rhe Figh-Prieſt, to reduce to Order 40 Sobrie-

they held out, and went on in their violent Pro-
